Canitz (E-#1): Until 1947, this airfield was not in use. In March 1948, the 
partially-destroyed fuel tanks were remaired and refilled with 1,500 heetoli- 
ters of masoline, On 1 ler 1948, the construction of a cerent runway was begun. 
No Soviet Air Force units were based on the field as of June, but single planes 
used the facilities fron “ine to tire. 


Gr3de], (E-91): The airficld here is also know as the "Loutewitz" field. In 
tersive construction work ‘as being carried out during June 1948 by a crew of 
172 Gera ‘orkers under Fussian direction. An armunition denot is located on 
the ficlds ani,toward the becinnin of !ay 1948, betueen 600 and 800 aerial 
honbs, weighing anproxinatoly 500 ke. each, were delivered from the iesa. rail= 
vay station, Six twinemotored bombers toole on loadsa of bombs on 10 Vay.

Dresden-Klotasche (F~29): Two turbo-jet fizhters vere reported to be stationed 
at the airfield here during June 1948. They were said to be of the flying wing 
type, without a tail ascimbly, and powered by two turbine entines. 


 Grbdity (E-92): Accordirz to an unconfirmed report, a large munber of twin= 


motored planes was based on this airfield between 10 and 16 June 1948. 


Alt TSanewits (E84): Ait of jet planes was based on this field during June 
1948 6 , 


Grogsenhain (A-01) and K8: iggbrlick (A=31): <A squadron of heavy bombers is 
atstrivuted between these two airfields. Two other squadrons are stationed 
in the vicinity of Berlin.
